He 
reached America, be settled in Virginia, aod 
commenced the practice of the law The son of 
thie fugitive soldier and lawyer, William Scott,

mer, wee the father of the future (General. Hue 
mother wee named Ann Mason, and she was the 
grand-deughwr of Jobn Winfield, beliewed at 
that time to be the richest man in the colony of 
Virginia. =Beott was to have been the heir of 
thie wealthy old planters estate, bul a marriage 
contracted by the next of kin late ia life inter. 
posed, and so be lost the plantations aad bis 
© untry esined « great General. 

In 165, young Scott, after an irregular kind 
of schooimg, went to William aad Bary College, 
and thence, after « very short term, to the lee 
office of David Kotnson. of Petersburg. He was 
ecmitted to practice in 15/7 About this time 
it wae that the British frigete Leopard fired into 
the Chessprake, pear the Capes of Virginia, and 
the President having issued s proclamation for.
